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The Polish Ambassador, Jan Karol Yiende, returned to Belgrade from Warsaw 
on 7 April 1949; the Bulgarian Ambassador, Pelo Pelovaki, returned to Bel~ 
grade sometime during the first week of April, 1949 and is at present in 
Belgrade. Tho Rumanian Ambassador, Teodor Rudenco, also ia reported to 
have returned. The Czech Arbassador allegedly stated to a friend thet he 
expected to be replaced. NM. Joszef Marzai, Chargs d'Affaires at the Hun- 
garian Legation, has been in Belgrade since his Minister, Zolten Santo, 
left Belgrade during the first woek in February. There haa been no word 
on Soviet Ambassador Anatolij Lavrentiev, who left Belgprads during Decem= 
bars Grigorij Shnjukov, Chargé d'Affaires, haa been sean frequently during 
the past three months. There has been no activity at tha Albanian Legation 
since the departure of the Press Attaché in late February, 1949. 
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
